The announcement that royalty 
would not be at the wedding was 
taken as further evidence of a de- 
termination to disassociate the for- 
mer King from British public life.

NEW YORK, May 18.—Defend- 
ing the legitimacy of the cross- 
sales of securities he made with 
John J. Raskob following the 1929 
stock market collapse, Pierre S. 
du Pont testified today he had no 
prior agreement or understanding 
with Raskob that the same stocks 
would be repurchased after the 
_expiration of the 30-day limit in 
the revenue law. 

Telling his own story in the Gov- 
ernment’s 1929 income tax case 
against him and Raskob, the chair- 
man of the board of E. I. du Pont 
de Nemours & Co., said: “There 
was no such agreement or under- 
standing at any time.” 

Du Pont was examined by his 
counsel, James S. Y. Ivins, after 
the Government had concluded its 
examination early in the forenoon. 

Ivins brought up at once the re- 
_purchases on Jan. 6 and 27, 1930, 
of the stocks sold back and forth 
the previous Nov. 13 and Dec. 26. 

No Intention to Rebuy. 

In reply to a question du Pont 
said he had no intention, prior to 
January, i930, of repurchasing the 
stocks he sold to Raskob and pre- 
ceding November to December, and 
said he had no agreement with 
Raskob to purchase the stocks. 

Du Pont also said there was no 
agreement or understanding within 
30 days from the sales that the 
stocks would be repurchased. 

Referring to a Government con- 
tention that the stocks sold back 

and forth were “ear-marked” with 
a double-cross sign, Ivins asked 
whether du Pont had ever given 
instructions for special bookkeep- 
ing »f stocks purchased from Ras- 
kob. 
“I did not,” du Pont replied. 

“Protecting the Market.” 

The questioning turned to du 
Pont’s operations in the market 
in November and December, 1929. 

“I was deeply concerned with 
my work on the finance commit- 
tees of General Motors and E. I. 
du Pont de Nemours and was ac- 
tively engaged in the work of the 
association against the prohibition 
amendment,” du Pont said. “I was 
concerned with the results of the 
crash, not alone with the com- 
panies I was interested in, but the 
effects of the crash on my friends. 

Asked about other activities du 
Pont said: “Well, I was guaran- 
teeing the accounts of some old 
employes and close friends to pro- 
tect them from greater loss. I was 
also supporting the market after 
the crash. 

Why He Sold to Raskob. 

‘There was a bankers’ committee 
formed to support the market. I 
sought to get in the bankers’ pool 
but was informed it was taking in 
bankers only. However, I auth- 
orized the bankers’ Trust Co., to 
act independently for me and they 
purchased $3,000,000 or so in se- 
curities to bolster the market. I 
also purchased $7,000,000 worth of

Sons of First Viscount Seek 
Refund From U. S. 
Government.

NEW YORK, May 18.—Two sons 
of the first Viscount Waldorf 
Astor came back into Federal Court 


which they seek to recover approxi- 
mately $20,000,000 from the Govern- 
ment. 

The Astors, the present Viscount 
Waldorf and Major John Jacob 
Astor, contend estate taxes were 
improperly assessed on a $46,421,545 
trust fund established for them be- 
fore their father’s death in 1919. 

The Viscount died two months 
after the indentures were made. 
The Government contended the 
fund was established in anticipa- 
tion of death, and so taxable. The 
Astors claim their wealthy father 
died suddenly at a time when med- 
ical experts had given him a life 
expectancy of eight years. 

Their counsel announced they 
would show the fund was estab- 
lished in America to escape the 
heavy capital levy laia py England 
in the closing days of the World 
War. 

Evidence to support these conten- 
tions, largely in the form of docu- 
ments, was introduced yesterday. 
The exhibits included the $15,782,- 
418.60 check paid the Government 
on the trust fund under protest 
after more than $70,000,000 in estate 
taxes already had been paid. Later 
the Government refunded approxi- 
mately $5,000,000 of the trust fund 
tax, but John W. Davis, counsel for 
the Astors, said interest made the 
total return now sought approxi- 
mately $20,000,000. 

The Astors won a district court 
non-jury verdict in 1931, but it was 
reversed by the Circuit Court.

within administration circles this 
was regarded with gloomy forebod- 
ing, at least one administration 
strategist expressing the conviction 
that it would mean the end of the 
Roosevelt court bill. 

The name of Justice Louis D. 
Brandeis has frequently been linked 
with the resignation rumors, but 
from an authoritative source, as 
was told in the Post-Dispatch on 
Sunday, it has been learned that 
Justice Brandeis is so stirred by the 
court controversy that he feels it 
his duty to remain on the bench 
until there is some final outcome. 
Justice Van Devanter is the sec- 
ond oldest justice on the bench. He 
was 78 years old last April 17. Jus- 
tice Brandeis will be 81 next Nov. 
13. 

As was told in the Post-Dispatch 
on Sunday, Justice Van Devanter 
has long considered retirement. 

He was vitally interested in two 
cases still before the court and had 
indicated privately on Friday that 
if the court should reach an agree- 
ment on decisions in those two 
cases at the usual Saturday after- 
noon conference he probably would 
announce his retirement on Mon- 
day. 

Under the voluntary retirement 
act Justic#é Van Devanter would be 
wubject to recall for duty on the 
bench at the discretion of the Chief 
Justice; but that clause in the bill 
was regarded by those who framed 
it—notably Hatton W. Sumners, 
chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee—as merely a nominal 
one, there being little likelihood 
that a justice ever would be re- 
called. The clause was put in to 
insure the constitutionality of the 
measure. 

Under the retirement bill Justice 
Van Devanter will be entitled to 
full pay of $20,000 a year for life 
and to immunfty from all acts of 
Congress. 


Justice Van Devanter a Member 
of Court Since 1911. 


By the Associated Press. 
Justice Van Devanter, 78 years 


old, has been a member of the 
court since 1911. His departure 
will give President Roosevelt an 
opportunity to select a successor— 
his first appointment to the bench. 
The retirement created the first 
vacancy on the court since Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes resigned at 
91 in 1932 after serving 30 years. 
Justice Holmes was succeeded by 
Justice Benjamin N. Cardozo. 

Chief Justice Hughes, comment- 
ing on Van Devanter’s retirement. 
said it was a “most serfOus loss” 
to the court. Justices Sutherland, 
Butler, McReynolds and Stone also 
regretted the retirement. Justices 
Brandeis and Cardozo did not com- 
ment, and Justice Roberts was out 
of the city. 

Until the beginning of the pres- 
ent term of court last October, Jus- 
tice Van Devanter had been ad- 
verse to administration action or 
statutes 12 times and for it once. 
The sole exception was the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority controversy 
and the decision did not involve 
constitutionality of the act. 

This term, however, his vote fell 
on the side of the administration 
nine times and against it three 
times. Two of the three votes were 


unfavorable to the application of 
the Wagner Labor Relations Act 
to the Associated Press and to 
manufacturing concerns. The other 
was against the administration's 
contention that the congressional 
resolution abrogating payment of 
obligations in gold applied to bul- 
lion as well as to coin. 


Decisive in Three Cases. 


If, instead of Justice Van De- 
vanter, a Justice sharing the consti- 
tutional views of the administration 
had been on the bench since Roose- 
velt was inaugurated in 1933, the 
outcome of only three major cases 
would have been different. These 
were the New York case on the 
State minimum wages for women, 
the railway pension act and the 
municipal bankruptcy statute cases, 
all of which were decided five to 
four. The court has since reversed 
an earlier decision and upheld a 
Washington State law fixing wom- 
en’s minimum wages and plans also 
are under way for a revised railway 
pension measure. 

Only 14 Justices in the history 
of the court have surpassed Justice 
Van Devanter in length of service. 
The record of 34 years was estab- 
lished by Justice Field who served 
from 1863 to 1897. This beat by a 
few months the term of Chief Jus- 
tice John Marshall, who died in 
1835. 

Despite his age, Justice Van De- 
vanter appears to be in excellent 
health. He delights in tramping 
over a farm he recently bought in 
Maryland. And he has gone duck 
hunting as often as he could. 

He Refused A A A Checks. 

He attracted attention some time 
ago by his refusal to accept bene- 
fit payments under the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act which he helped 
to hold unconstitutional. His wife, 
who died in 1934, had owned sev- 
eral] Montana wheat farms operated 
by tenants. When the Justice re- 
ceived the A AA benefit payments, 
he promptly returned the money. 

“Because: I voted for the invalida- 
tion of A A A,” he explained, “I do 
not feel I could accept the checks.” 

Justice Van Devanter served un- 
der three Chief Justices, White, 
Taft and Hughes, 

Friends said it was his intention 
to make himself available for serv- 
ice on assignment by Chief Justice 
Hughes to one of the Circuit Courts 
of Appeal. He was expected by in- 
timates to spend most of his time on 
his 788-acre farm near Baltimore. 

The Justice was considered the 
court’s authority on Federal juris- 
diction, public lands and water 
rights. Whenever a case involving 
those questions was under argu- 
ment, he took a leading part in 
questioning the attorneys. His 
questions were searching and di- 
rectly to the point of the contro- 
versy. He sat at the right of Chief 
Justice Hughes. 

Previously U. S. Circuit Judge. 

Before his appointment to the Su- 
preme Court, Justice Van Devanter 
was for seven years a judge of the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, to which he was appointed 
by President Theodore Roosevelt. 

Born and reared in Indiana, he 
went as a young lawyer to Wyom- 
ing Territory. Settling in Chey- 
enne, he was City Attorney, mem- 


ber of the territorial Legislature, 
and by appointment of President 


Harrison, chief justice of the ter- 
ritorial Supreme Court. After the 
admission of Wyoming as a state 
in 1890, he was elected chief jus- 
tice, but he resigned to enter pri- 
vate practice as attorney for land 
and cattle companies and for the 
Union Pacific railroad. 

In the period of his private law 
practice, Van Devanter served as 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, and later as Wyoming's 
member of the National Committee. 
He was closely associated with Sen- 
ator Francis E. Warren, wealthy 
ranch owner, father-in-law of Gen. 
John J. Pershing. 

In his seven-year service on the 
bench of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, Judge Van ODevanter was 
criticised for some decisions in cases 
involving railroad interests. When 
President Taft nominated him for 
the Supreme Court bench, William 
Jennings Bryan issued a statement 
attacking Judge Van Devanter’s 
record on the Appellate Court.

BELLEVILLE GRANTS WATER

A 20-year franchise was granted by 


the Belleville City Council last night 
to the East St. Louis & Interurban 
Water Co., 
which began in 1932, when the com- 
pany’s 25-year franchise expired. 
Under the new agreement, the 
city will pay $55 a year rental for 


merly, and the company will build 
a $2,000,000 reservoir at the Belle- 
ville pumping station and spend 
$25,000 immediately on improve- 
ments of the distribution system. 
Rates to consumers are not in- 
volved, as they are fixed by the Il- 
linois Commerce Commission. 

Since 1932 the company has been 
operating on month-tc-month per- 
mits based on the old franchise. 
The dispute revolved around the 
company’s demand for a 30-year 
franchise. In 1933 the city applied 
for Federal funds to build its own 
waterworks, but the application 
was denied.

NEW YORK, May 18.—Fifteen 
persons were arrested today as 
suspects in what police officers 
described as an insurance racket 
in which policyholders were taught 
how to stimulate physical disabil- 
ities and were given drugs to trick 
company doctors into approving 
false disability claims. 


The roundup was led by United 
States Attorney Lamar Hardy, who 
later said: “Human beings have 
been doped like race horses. These 
human horses al. carefully 
groomed and trained by lawyers, 
doctors, chasers and agents.” 

The amount of false disability 
claims alleged to be involved was 
not disclosed. 

Those arrested were listed as: 
Dr. Hirsch L. Messma: and 
Elias Garrow and Joseph Gar- 
row, both lawyers; Cyrus P. Gor- 
don, conservator for an _ insur- 
ance company, and 11 others, 
all residents of New York. 

Thirty-two city detectives and 15 
Postoffice inspectors took part in 
the arrests. 

Hardy said heart specialists em- 
ployed by the ring were able by 
administering drugs to produce 
temporary heart disturbances which 
the insurance company doctors 
often could not tell from actual 
disabilities. Other diseases fre- 
quently simulated were given 4s 
arthritis, tuberculosis, and mental 
afflictions.

Making

cussed by Aldermen. 


Proposed ordinances to prohibit 
parking on Olive and Locust streets 
between Fourth street and Twelfth 
boulevard, making them one-way, 
thoroughfares, and to improve en- 
forcement of one-hour parking 
limits in the downtown district 
were discussed. yesterday at the 


first meeting of the newly created: 


Traffic Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Alderman Nick Reidy, who intro- 
duced the bill which would permit 
only east-bound traffic on Olive 
street and restrict Locust street 
to west-bound vehicles, said the 
Public Service Co. approved the 
plan and would work out a plan 
for rerouting street cars accord- 
ingly. 

Henry R. Weisels and Fred 
Schmoll, representing the Real 
Estate Exchange, opposed the bill 
because they said it would disturb 
business conditions and change 
real estate values based upon the 
volume of traffic. 

Alderman Reidy, supported by 
Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, vice- 
president of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, contended basiness 
would be improved by forbidding 
parking on the two streets. Maj. 
Lambert cited results of a survey 
showing an average of 210,000 per- 
sons entered the downtown district 
during the eight hours when stores 
are open and that most of them 
came by street car. Elimination of 
traffic congestion, he said, would 
increase the number by as much 
as 20 per cent. 

It was announced a public hear- 
ing would be held at a date to be 
set next week. 

Maj. Lambert also advocated an 
ordinance which would eliminate 
the necessity of personal service on 
the owner of an automobile of a 
ticket for parking more than one 
hour in the restricted district. To 
enforce the present ordinance in 
the downtown district, he said, 
would require 70 additional police- 
men at an annual cost of $170,000. 

The plan he proposed is in use 
in Boston, he said. The policeman 
would note the license number, 
leave a notice on the car that a 
summons would be issued, and re- 
port the violation to the traffic vio- 
lation bureau which would send the 
summons by registered mail, on the 
theory the owner or his agent was 
responsible for the violation. :

it would have “any material ef- 
fect” on the President’s plan. 

“It appears to me the present at- 
titude of the President to go for- 
ward with the court plan,” he said, 
“is not based on any such con- 
tingency. He is fighting for the 
larger principle of fresh blood in 
the court.” 

There were hints that Ashurst 
had talked with the White House 
before calling in newspaper men. 
When they walked in his office, he 
feigned ignorance of the retirement 
announcement, When told that 
Van Devanter had formally an- 
nounced it, the committee chair- 
man said: “That immensely pro- 
motes the bill. That means it will 
certainly pass.” 

Asked the bill would be with- 


drawn, Ashurst said: “I never 
heard of a man who surrendered 
when he was winning. When the 
bill came out it was as popular as 
a pole cat at a picnic. But the bill 
has gathered strength. Whatever 
has happened has helped the bill.” 
Wheeler Says Bill Is Dead. 

Wheeler said: 

“The President ought to withdraw 
the court bill immediately. There 
is absolutely no excuse for going 
ahead with his fight, because the 
administration’s measures will no 
longer be subject to one Justice's 
opinion. If the bill is withdrawn, 
I am certain that within the course 
of time there will be other retire- 
ments from the bench. 

“In short, this retirement demon- 
strates the utter foolishness of the 
proposal te pack the court,

change any votes. He said he hoped 
the President would withdraw the 
bill.

Senator Hughes (Dem.), Dela- 
ware, hitherto uncommitted on the 
court bill, greeted news of Van De- 
vyanter’s retirement with the an- 
nouncement that “I am either for 
a compromise or for the Presi- 
dent’s bill as it stands.” 

“This retirement could advance 
the possibility of a compromise,” 
he added, “but I have heard that 
the opposition agreed on a last- 
ditch fight at a caucus last night. 
If that’s the way they feel about 
it, they can go to the bow-bows.” 

Senator Johnson (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, who said carly in the con- 
troversy that he would have lit- 
tle respect for a Justice who re- 
tired while the bill was pending, 
commented:

Neighbor on Stand at Trial of 
Gladys MacKnight on 
Charge of Murder. 


By the Associated Press. 

JERSEY CITY, N. J., May 18.— 
A woman who saw much of what 
went on in the other side of her 


house told a jury yesterday what 
she saw and heard there the night 
of July 31 when the State charges 
17-year-old Gladys MacKnight killed 
her mother with the assistance of 
the girl’s 18-year-old sweetheart. 

The death penalty was demanded 
by the Prosecutor, Daniel T. O’Re- 
gan, as the girl and Donald Wight- 
man, former choir singer, went on 
trial in Hudson County Court of 
Oyer and Terminer. 

Only a thin partition separated 
Mrs. Elizabeth Feury’s side of the 
house on Avenue A, Bayonne, from 
the kitchen in which the body of 
Mrs. Helen MackKnight, 47, Bay- 
onne club woman, was found. Mrs. 
MacKnight was killed with a 


Mrs. Feury said she had seen the 
girl use the sharp-bladed hatchet 
to open a locked garage door and 
a window in the house where the 
MacKnight and Feury families 
lived. 

Photographs of Body. 

The girl never shifted her eyes as 
photographs were produced show- 
ing her mother’s body with deep 
~head wounds, lying on the kitchen 
floor. 

Only once did she flinch—when 
the hatchet, its blade still showing 
stains, was identified by Mrs. Feury 
and passed down the row of jurors. 

She regained her composure 
quickly and was stonily calm as 
Mrs. Feury identified the dark blue 
culottes, yellow shirt and halter she 
had worn for an expected game of 
tennis with Wightman. 

Wightman sat expressionless as 
Mrs. Feury told her story. He and 
the girl averted glances at each 
other. The former sweethearts are 
now apparently enemies, each seek- 
ing to shift the blame on the other. 

Tells of Two Screams. 

“T heard Mrs. MacKnight scream 
twice,” Mrs. Feury said. “The first 
was a horrible scream, and the sec- 
ond as if she were choking.” 

“T heard a thud as if she fell to 
the floor. I ran back. I thought

$304,800 IN 1936 


Released | This Is $249,400 Less Than 


That of 1935—Bus 
Lines Showed Profit. 


The St. Louis Public Service Co. 
had a net loss of $304,848 in 1936, 


as compared with net loss of 
$554,264 in 1935, it was shown in 
the annual report issued today by 
Trustee Henry W. Kiel. The com- 
pany is seeking reorganization in 
United States District Court under 
the amended bankruptcy law. 

Operating revenue increased 
$832,632 to $13,982,499 and operating 
expenses, not including deprecia- 
tion and taxes, increased $566,539 
to $9,823,854. The net loss was, 
after all charges, including depre- 
ciation, taxes and maturing bond 
interest. Accrued interest as of last 
Dec. 31, was carried at $5,401,892, 
including $2,152,104 in interest on 
the balance of a $10,000,000 bank 
loan which is in litigation. — 

The net operating los was re- 
duced by dividends of $294,920 from 
the People’s Motorbus Co., a sub- 
sidiary, not included in the bank- 
ruptcy. The net profit of People’s 
Motorbus was $302,891. 

Assets of the Public Service Co. 
were carried on the balance sheet 
at $77,436,546, including investment, 
at cost, of $1,385,240, in People’s 
Motorbus. Current assets amount- 


ed to $4,219,554, including $3,560,574 
in cash, as against current liabill- 
ties totaling $1,004,771. 

A total of 154,284,120 street car 
and bus fares, or $13,799,993 was 
paid during 1936, against 145,474,- 
245 fares totaling $12,978,542 in 
1935. Trustee Kiel said the in- 
crease was due to increased em- 
ployment. 

During the year the trustee ob- 
tained authority to scrap 263 pas- 
senger street cars, 60 work cars 
and 48 busses. Ninety new busses 
were purchased and delivered to 
the People’s Motorbus Co.

PROPAGANDA INQUIRY 
VOTED BY SENATE 


Resolution Directs Commission 
to Look Into Activities of 
Utilities and Federal Agencies. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 18. — The 
Senate, with virtually no debate, 
voted yesterday for an inquiry into 
“propaganda” by utilities and by 
Government agencies. The resolu- 
tion ordered the Federal Trade 
Commission to investigate “alleged 
efforts” of utilities to control opin- 
ion on the public ownership issue. 


An amendment also required the 
commission to look into rival activ- 


ities of various administrative 
agencies. . 

The resolution, which requires 
approval by the House, authorizes 
a $150,000 outlay. Senator Norris of 
Nebraska, public ownership cham- 
pion who sponsored the original in- 
quiry resolution, offered no objec- 
tion to the amendment, which was 


offered by King (Dem.), Utah. 
King epoke of “propaganda” by the 
TVA, PWA, Rural Electrifica- 
tion Commission and other agen- 
cies. 

Senator Norris, getting the floor 


after his amended inquiry proposal 
had gone through, accused private 
power corporations of “disgraceful, 
illegal and unfair methods” in their 
fight on public power developments. 


“No one else has gone so far to 
defeat the will of the people,” he 
exclaimed. 


Norris exhibited what he said was 
a contract in Iowa which a power 
concern signed with an advocate of 
public ownership, under which Nor- 
ris said the company agreed to pay 
him $400 a month for “lectures’— 
none of which were delivered. 

“That contract was made to close 
his mouth, and it did close it,’”’ Nor- 
ris exclaimed. “And the people who 
paid the electric bills never knew 
that part of their money was being

ANARCHIST BLOL 
WON'T BACK NEW 
VALENCIA CABINET 


Refuses to Co-Operate 
With Premier Juan Ne- 
grin—He Appeals to Par- 
ty to Change Its Stand. 


By the Associated Press. 
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VALENCIA, Spain, May 18.—Dr. 
Juan Negrin’s “win the war Cab- 
inet” assumed direct command of 
the Spanish Government armies to- 
day in an effort to co-ordinate civil 
and military aefenses against the 
10-month-old revolt. 

The new Premier, who organized 
the sixth war-time Government of 
Spain’s Republic after his prede- 
cessor, Francisco Largo Caballero, 
failed to hold together its dissident 
supporters, appealed to the An- 
archo-Syndicalists to support the 
common front. 

The Anarcho-Syndicalists, how- 
ever, refused to co-operate. Their 
stand overshadowed the belief of 
many that the governmental crisis, 
caused by the resignation of Largo 
Caballero and his failure to bring 
extreme left elements into a new 
ministry, was solved by Negrin’s 
Cabinet. 

Anarchist Statement. 

“The Negrin Cabinet was formed 
without our participation and we 
will not collaborate with it,” the 
national committee of the Anarcho- 
Syndicalist National Confederation 
of Labor (C N T) declared. “At 
the moment we only advise the 
C N T membership that now more 
than ever it must hold itself loyal 
to responsible (C N T) committees. 
Let nobody act on his own ac 
count. 

“Only through unity of action 
shall we frustrate the counter-revo- 
lution and avoid an ‘embrace of 
Vergara.’ (This is a historic Span- 
ish reference, meaning “peace 
without victory.”) 

“Comrades, obey your responsible 
committees’ direction! Let nobody 
play into the hands of provocators! 
Calmness! Firmness! Unity!” 

Government’s Policies. 

Negrin, 48-year-old physician and 
moderate Socialist, briefly outlined 
the cabinet policy to his ministers 
early today, disclosing a plan to 
abolish the Supérior War Council. 

The cabinet will assume the func- 
tions of the council. The Central 
General Staff will be reorganized 
and its scope increased, the Pre- 
mier said. 

The Government’s first statement 
was an assertion of its role as “the 
genuine representative of the total- 
ity of political parties united to 
crush the rebellion, assure liberty 
to the people and maintain the in- 
dependence of Spain.” 

The cabinet statement expressed 
the Government’s “regret” that ef- 
forts to include the Anarchistic or- 
ganizations in the new setup had 
been frustrated. It expressed con- 
fidence the Anarcho-Syndicalists 
“would rectify their attitude in the 
common interest” to permit direct 
collaboration. 

“The Government considers its 
most fundamental mission is to 
conduct the masses to triumph over 
the Fascist invaders and will con- 
secrate itself to that mission with 
ardor,” said the statement. “No 
peace is possible in Spain without 
a complete crushing of the rebel- 
lion.” 

The Government announced it 
would maintain “inflexible order” 
against ideologies or organizations 
that might take advantage of war 
conditions to create disturbances. 

The economic policy, the an- 
nouncement said, will be designed 
to throw the full resources of the 
country behind the armies fighting 
the insurgents. It will “live in clos- 
est contact with the Cortes (Par- 
liament) before which it will pre- 
sent itself at the earliest possible 
date.” 

The policy abroad will be one of 
“vigorous protest against the re- 
strictions which (international) 
non-intervention imposes on the 
rights of Spain’s legitimate Gov- 
ernment.”

JEFFERSON CITY, May 18.— 


:The validity of provisions of the 
state motor bus and truck law of 
1931, requiring interstate motor 
bus operators to obtain a permit 
from the Public Service Commis- 
sion and pay the required annual 
taxes, was sustained today by di- 
vision No. 2 of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. 

The Court affirmed an order of 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission, directing the Illinois Grey- 
hound Lines, Inc., operating a St. 
Louis-Chicago line, to cease its op- 
erations within Missouri, until it 
obtained an interstate permit from 
the commission. Missouri opera- 
tions of the company were con- 
fined to slightly more than three 
miles of St. Louis streets. 

Pay for Use of Highways. 

The company contended that if 
its operations were brought under 
the law, the act would be unconsti- 
tutional because the tax imposed 
would be an undue burden on inter- 
state commerce, in violation of the 
interstate commerce clause of the 
Federal constitution. The act also 
was alleged to be discriminatory, 
because it exempted from its provi- 


Motor Bus Co, and St. Louis Public 
Service Co. 

Judge Ernest M. Tipton, 
wrote the opinion, held the tax in- 
volved was imposed as compensa- 
tion for use of the highways and 
not for the privilege of doing busi- 
ness, 

He said the taxes payable by the 
company were to be used for main- 
tenance and repair of St. Louis 
streets used by the company. 

Court’s Opinion, 
“An interstate permit is granted 


bus owner,” the Judge said, “and 
is not withheld until the Commis- 
sion can determine if public con- 
venience and necessity will be pro- 
moted by such operation. We there- 
fore hold the bus and truck act of 
1931 does not violate the Interstate 
Commerce Clause of our Federal 
Constitution.” 

He said the Legislature had seen 
fit to allow Missouri cities to reg- 
ulate bus lines operating within 
the municipalities and their subur- 
ban territory, while the State, 
through the commission, regulated 
interstate carriers even though the 
Missouri operation of such a car- 
rier was solely within a city. He 


held the two classifications were 


not unreasonable or arbitrary, in 
overruling the contention that the 
exemption of the two St. Louis 
lines created an unconstitutional 
discrimination. 


Federal Restraining Order Still to 
Be Heard. 
By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Liay 18.— 
United States District Judge John 
Caskie Collet said today he had is- 
sued a temporary restraining order 
in Jefferson City Saturday, forbid- 
ding the Missouri Public Service 
Commission to collect fees for the 
regulation of interstate motor car- 
riers. 

The order was issued in a suit 
filed by the Brashear Truck Lines, 
Inc., and other truck lines, attack- 
ing fees charged by the Missouri 
commission as “unreasonable” and 
not commensurate with the ex- 
pense of using the highways. 

The suit contends that since the 
passage of the Federal Motor Car- 
rier Act in 1935 a state can charge 
only such fees as will reimburse 
it for highway expense. 

Judge Collet said the case would 
be heard by a three-Judge Federal 
court, and that the date for the 
hearing had not been set. 


FINED $160 FOR COLLISION

Michigan Rates as Favorite 
to Capture 15th Team 
Championship in Meet 
This Week. 


By the Associated Press. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., May 18. — 
Four of the “world’s fastest 
humans” over their favorite dis- 
tances and two stars who have hit 
the present high jump ceiling will 
be among the track and field ath- 
letes competing next Friday and 
Saturday in the thirty-seventh an- 
nual Big Ten championships at his- 
toric Ferry Field. 

The six own or share in three 
world records and a string of lesser 
marks. And they were expected to 
add to their laurels next week-end 
when they compete on the field 
where the famed Jesse Owens 
scored his great four-fold triumph 
in 1935. 

Don Lash, Indiana distance star 
who holds nearly every record in 
the books for two miles, also will 
be defending his mile champion- 
ship in the Western Conference. On 
his heels in both events will be his 
“shadow,” Tommy Deckard, a 
Hoosier teammate. Both were 
members of the 1936 Olympic team. 

As Lash tops the track entries, 
so Ohio State’s Negro high jump 
stars, Dave Albritton and Mel 
Walker, outshine the other lumin- 
aries in the field events. Albrit- 
ton shares the world record of 6 
feet, 9% inches, with Cornelius 
Johnson of Compton Junior College 
and placed second in the 1936 
Olympics, yet many track coaches 
say Walker is the better jumper. 
On the day that Albritton and 
Johnson establish their mark last 
season, Walker cleared the bar at 
the same height, but his hand 
brushed it from the usrights as he 
started to descend. He equaled the 
record in college competition again 
this season, but his mark has not 
been recognized. 

Sammy Stoller, Michigan’s 
Olympic “orphan” who _ shares 
Owens’ world record of 6.1 seconds 
for the 60 yards indoors on dirt, 
is the heir apparent tothe former 
Ohio State star’s Big Ten century 
championship, which went on the 
block when he turned professional. 
Stoller will not win, however, with- 
out a struggle for Bobby Grieve of 
Illinois, his perennial rival for place 
or show behind Owens since the 
three were high school lads. 

The sixth outstanding star of the 
meet is another Buckeye, Charles 
Beetham, who missed the Olympic 
boat because of a tumble in the 
final trials. He boasts no world 
records, but he remains the nation’s 
best collegiate half-miler on the 
basis of 1936 performances. 

In spite of the Hoosier and 
Buckeye monopoly on stars of the 
first manitude, Michigan rates a 
slight edge for her fifteenth team 
championship through her reputa- 
tion as the nation’s best dual meet 
outfit. Indiana won last year’s 
four-way scramble for the title.

Senate Committee Divided 5 
to 5 on Measure to Relieve 
Cities’ Tax Pressure.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 18.— 
Influential members of the State 
Senate have been unable so far to 
force favorable committee action on 


the Phillips bill, under which St. 
Louis would receive approximately 
$500,000 a year in additional State 
school funds and other large cen- 
ters of population would be given 
increased grants, because of strong 
rural opposition to the measure. 

The bill, passed by the House 
on reconsideration after having 
been defeated twice, has been pend- 
ing in the Senate Education Com- 
mittee for almost a month despite 
the usually potent support of Sen- 
ator Kinney of St. Louis and Sen- 
ator Casey of Kansas City, both of 
whom are members of the com- 
mittee.

Committee Divided.

Louis and Senator Clayton of Han- 
ibal, are supporting the measure 
with Kinney and Casey. Members 
blocking a favorable report, all 
from rural districts, include Sen- 
ators Rozier of Perryville, McDow- 
ell of Charleston, Sexton of Law- 
son, Freeland of Fersythe and Rob- 
erson of Rockport.

At present the school 
funds are distributed semi-annually 
under the 1931 school law to more 
than 9000 school districts in the 
State under a system which makes 
the rural districts the chief 
recipients of the funds. 


Substitute Offered. 


Representative V. E. Phillips of 
Kansas City, author of the bill, sub- 
mitted to the committee last night 
a possible substitute bill to meet 
rural opposition to the pending 
measure. Under the substitute a 
provision is made under which 
rural school districts would be 
guaranteed certain definite school 
grants, and the remainedr, up to 15 
per cent, would be placed in the 
special apportionment fund. 

Rural legislators have opposed 
the bill on the ground the proposed 
apportionment would deprive their 
school districts of funds which 


}should, under the 1931 law, be paid 


to them. The city districts feel, 
however, that they are paying the 
larger portion of the State taxes 
which make up the school funds, 
and if the. taxes are increased a 
more equitable distribution should 
be made. With the passage of the 
new 2 per cent sales tax, the rural 
districts will receive more money 
than in the past, they said, even 
if the proposed 15 per cent appor- 
tionment is made. 

Phillips has estimated that if his 
bill passes, six St. Louis County 
school districts will receive annual- 
ly the following additional State 
school grants: University City, $21,- 
320; Webster Groves, $18,945; Nor- 
mandy, $18,680; Maplewood, $16,- 
005; Kirkwood, $11,560, and Clay- 
ton, $7900.

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900 Americans Killed Fighting 
For Spain Out of 1700 Enlisted 


Volunteers, Most of Them Without Previous 
Experience, Used as Shock Troops—College 
Instructor Was Former Commander. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, May 18. — American 
volunteer battalions, used continu- 
ally as Government shock troops in 


the Spanish civil war, were esti- 
mated today to have lost almost a 
third of their number. 

Reliable sources placed the total 
United States citizens killed while 
fighting on the Spanish Govern- 
ment side at more than 500, or 30 
per cent of the 1700 reported to 
have enlisted since the conflict 
started 10 months ago. 

A few of the volunteers were pro- 
fessional air pilots and technicians, 
and a few were soldiers of fortune, 
but the overwhelming majority 
lacked previous military experience. 

The largest contingent of Ameri- 
cans in the service of the republic 
has been the Sixteenth Infantry, or 
Abraham Lincoln battalion, which 
members of the unit said was re- 
cruited in the United States. 

This battalion originally was com- 
posed of 487 men who entered Spain 
last December and January, and 
went into the thick of the action 
on the Jarama River, south of Ma- 
drid, on Feb. 12. 

Only two weeks later, according 
to one member of the outfit, 147 
men out of the 487 had been lost 
and many others incapacitated by 
wounds and sickness. 

Fifty of the dead were buried al- 
most where they fell near Taran- 
con, soldiers of the battalion said. 

Sea Captain and Instructor. 
The first commander of the bat- 
talion was a former sea Captain. 
He was succeeded by a former in- 
structor of economics in an Ameri- 
can university, who was wounded 
in the Jarama fighting. 

Then a man said to have served 
in the United States Army took 
over command of the Lincoln 
battalion. 

Members of the unit said their 
United States passports were teken 
up by the defense command when 
they went into service and pass- 
ports of dead Americans are 
thought to be still held by the au- 
thorities. ' 

The usual custom is for the

United States Consul to take up 
passports of Americans dying 
abroad to prevent their being used 
by someone else. This has not been 
done in Spain, however, because, 
it was said, of difficulties in find- 
ing out even the names of volun- 
teers, living or dead. 
They Use Assumed Names. 

Most of the Americans fight un- 
der assumed names, with even the 
commanders guarding their identi- 
ties. Many of them are said _ to 
have received Spanish passports 
under Spanish names. 

A number of Americans have ar- 
rived in Spain since the edict 
against volunteers went into effect 
last Feb. 20. Some succeeded in 
crossing the French frontier on 
foot while others were halted by 
border patrols. 

Four were said to have been 
among a group of foreigners caught 
in the border region early last 
week. 

After the heavy casualties suf- 
fered in the Jarama fighting, the 
Lincoln battalion was reorganized 
and sent to the Guadalajara front, 
northeast of Madrid. 

There it was broken up, some of 
the units going to Pozoblanco, on 
the Cordoba front in the south, and 
others being moved further east- 
ward to the Teruel front for the 
April 10 offensive. 

Competent military observers es- 
timated 1000 British volunteers 
have enlisted on the Government 
side and that 600 of these have 
been killed. 

The number of French volunteers 
was placed by these observers at 
15,000 of whom 3000 have been 
killed. 


Robert Merriman, former Univer-

CHIEF JAPANESE PARTIES 
TO TRY TO OUST PREMIER 


In Statements Assail Hayashi for 
Retaining Office in Face of 
Adverse Vote.

TOKIO, May 18.—Japan’s leading 
political parties, Minseito and Sei- 
yukai, today announced their inten- 
tion to overthrow the Government 
of Premier Senjuro Hayashi, whose 
army-supported Cabinet met a 
sweeping defeat in recent parlia- 
mentary elections. 

“Not a single moment should be 
lost before the overthrow of the 
Cabinet which is the most urgent 
need of the day,” declared’ the 
Minseito party statement accusing 
the Premier of trampling under 
foot the will of more than 10,000,- 
000 voters by continuing in office. 

“We intend, with the co-operation 
of the Seiyukai, the social masses 
and other parties, to push the Gov- 
ernment from power,” declared the 
party, which, with other groups, 
won a large majority of all Diet 
seats. 

Members of the Seiyukai simul- 

taneously assailed Premier Haya- 
shi’s Government and predicted its 
early downfall. 
The Minseito statement chargad 
Hayashi was acting unconstitution- 
ally in defiance of the verdict of 
the voters. 

His continuance in office, the po- 
litical party asserted, was contrary 
to the Emperor’s wish that public 
opinion should determine the Gov- 
ernment of Japan. 


SHIPPING STRIKE AT BORDEAUX 


Vessels Unable to Enter or Leave 
French Harbor. 
BORDEAUX, France, May 18.— 
Shipping was stalled in Bordeaux 
harbor today by a general maritime 

strike. 

Members of eight shipping 
unions, seeking readjustments in 
the sailors’ pension, approved the 
tieup to enforce demands that the 
Government intercede immediately 
with employers. Outbound vessels 
stayed at their wharfs and arriv- 


ing ships were unable to dock. 


UNION PRIVILEGES 
AND PAY GRANTED 
MEXICAN CONVICTS 


Experiment in Treatment of 
‘Natural Biological Units Sus- 
ceptible of Correction.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., May 18. — The 
Federal District Penitentiary has 
adopted a minimum wage and 
granted union privileges in an 
experiment for rehabilitating 
hardened criminals. The pris- 
oners henceforth will be known 
as “natural biological units 
susceptible of correction,” officials 
said yesterday. They will work in 
the prison shops and live a life 
much like that of a free man. 

Four hundred prisoners at the 
penitentiary rioted yesterday, how- 
ever, because a guard was. dis- 
charged on charges of allowing 
them too many liberties. Order was 
restored quickly. 

The Department of _ Interior 
drafted the union regulations with 
approval of President Lazaro Car- 
denas after the first Criminological 
Congress last year. For work in the 
prison. shops the convict will be 
paid 2.25 pesos, or 61 cents a day. 
Out of this wage he must pay for 
food, clothing and cell rent, esti- 
mated to total 1.60 pesos a day. 

The rest of his wages will be 
divided thus—40 per cent for those 
who suffered from his crime, 30 
per cent for his family, and 30 
per cent for a savings account he 
may draw when he leaves the in- 
stitution. 


MEDAL FOR DR. HUGO ECKENER 


Guggenheim Award for Contribu- 
tion to Ocean Travel.

WASHINGTON, May 18. — Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, dirigible builder, 
will receive the Daniel Guggenheim 
medal for “notable contributions to 
trans-oceanic air transport and in- 
ternational co-operation in aeronau- 
tics,” Lester D. Gardner, secretary 
of the fund, said yesterday. Dr. 
Eckener had been selected for the 
award several months before the 
Hindenburg was destroyed by fire. 
The medal will be presented at 
a dinner in New York next Dec. 17. 


Spanish Envoy to Paris Resigns. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 18.—-Luis Araquis- 
tain, the Spanish Valencia Govern- 
ment’s Ambassador to Paris, _ re- 
signed today. Spanish embassy at- 
taches said Araquistain was moti- 
vated by his support of Francisco 
Largo Caballero, Premier who re- 
signed and was unable to form a 
new administration. 


34 Dead on Hongkong Launch.

Report Praises 
mise With Fire Compan- 
ies That Gave Policy- 


holders Only 20 Pct.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 18.— 
The House Insurance Committee, 
which recently conducted the so- 
called investigation of the Missouri 
fire insurance rate compromise and 
large fee allowances to interested 


attorneys for policy holders’ funds, 
today filed its report with the 
House, containing an anticipated 
“whitewash” of the compromise 
deal and legal fees. 

The committee’s conclusions, fi- 
nally brought forth after six weeks 
of delay following the close of its 
hearings, included no criticism of 
the compromise—entered into in 
May, 1935, between State Insurance 
Superintendent R. Emmet O’Mal- 
ley and fire insurance company rep- 
resentatives—or of any of the prin- 
cipals and their numerous attor- 
neys. 

Praise for O’Malley Deal. 

The committee report, as had 
been anticipated from the manner 
in which the hearing was conduct- 
ed, praised the settlement Superin- 
tendent O’Malley made with the 
companies, under which the compa- 
nies retained 80 per cent of the ex- 
cess premiums collected and the 
policy holders had returned to them 
only 20 per cent. 

“There was no evidence presented 
before the committee,” it was stat- 
ed in the report, “which in the re- 
motest degree points to any irregu- 
larities or corrupt motives entering 
into the execution of the compro- 
mise agreement. 

“No witness was offered from 
any source nor was there any inti- 
mation of any evidence from any 
source suggested to your commit- 
tee which would point to such ir- 
regularities. 

“From the record we are of the 
opinion that the State of Missouri 
obtained a fair settlement and that 
the benefits derived therefrom have 
been far reaching and of great ben- 
efit to the insuring public of Mis- 
souri.” 

There were some mild suggestions 
as to handling of funds impounded 
in Cole County Circuit Court in 
two phases of the 15 years of fire 
rate litigation. Some recommenda- 
tions were made as to reducing ex- 
penses of handling these particular 
funds and passage of legislation to 
govern impounding of excess pre- 
miums in future insurance rate 
cases and to provide for prompt 
transfer to the State Treasury of 
such funds when unclaimed.

HEAVY IMPORTS CAUSE JAPAN 
TO SEND MORE GOLD 10 U. S. 


Government Decides on $14,394,- 
150 Shipment in Order to 
Stabilize the Yen.

TOKIO, May 18.—Because of 
heavy imports, the Government de- 
cided today to ship anether 50,000,- 
000 yen (about $14,394,150) in gold 
bullion to the United States at the 
end of the month in order to stabil- 
ize the yen. ; 

New figures showed Japan still 
to be the United States’ best cus- 
tomer in scrap iron, having taken 
1,128,000 metric tons out of 1,995,- 
000 metric tons exported last year 
and 221,000 tons by April, this year. 
As Japan is now on a semi-war- 
time economic basis, most of the 
scrap iron finds its way into the 
making of munitions and warcraft.

INCOME TAX GAIN 
IN CITY CHIEFLY IN 
UPPER BRAGKETS 


Three-Fourths of Increase 
($21,436,972) Account- 
ed for by 1741 With Net 
of $10,000 or More. 


More than three-fourths of the ine 
crease of $21,436,972 in net taxable 
income of St. Louisans, as reported 
by individuals subject to State in- 
come tax for 1936, was received by 
the 1741 persons whose net incomes 


were $10,000 or more. 

The remainder of the increase, 
less than one-fourth, was shared by 
the 41,154 reporting net incomes 
of less than $10,000. By far the 
greater part of them—34,619—were 
in the lowest bracket of less than 
$2000 of net income. 

Complete figures compiled by As- 
sessor Ralph W. Coale show that 
for 1936 net taxable income of $92,- 
828,075 was reported by 42,895 St. 
Louisans. This compares with $71,- 
391,103 reported by 37,904 individ- 
uals for 1935. The increase was 
29:9 per tent in taxable income and 
13.2 per cent in number of individ- 
ual returns. 

530 Account for Half of Rise. 

More than $11,000,000 of the in- 
crease, exceeding 50 per cent, was 
received by the 530 persons report- 
ing net taxable income of $25,000 
or more for the year. This group 
constitutes only slightly more than 
one per cent of the total number of 
income tax payers. 

Analysis of the detailed figures 
shows that those whose incomes did 
per cent of all reporting taxpayers, 
but received only 51.4 per cent of 
the total net taxable income. Those 
with incomes of $10,000 and upward 
were only 4.1 per cent of the total 
but received 48.6 per cent of the in- 
come. 

In 1935 those in the class of less 
than $10,000 were 97 per cent of the 
total and received 60.5 per cent of 
the income, and those in the class 
of $10,000 and over were 3 per cent 
of the total and received 39.5 per 
cent of the income. 

Increase in Upper Brackets. 

The number of taxpayers in the 
upper brackets increased in much 
greater proportion than in the lower 
brackets. Although the whole num- 
ber of taxpayers increased only 13.2 
per cent, the increase in number re~- 
porting income of $100,000 or more 
(35 in 1936 and 21 in 1935) was 662-3 
per cent. In two classes—$15,000 to 
$25,000, and $25,000 to $50.000—the 
increase in number of taxpayers 
was 84 per cent. 

How Total Is Obtained. 


Under the State income tax law, 
which was the same for 1936 as 
for 1935 and 1934, “net taxable in-

Labor and the Supreme Court. 
‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N Associated Press dispatch in your 
newspaper says that in a radio speech, 
‘John L. Lewis denounced the Supreme 
Court as 

unstable, variable and fickle ...a 

tyrannical, oligarchical tribunal 

which . . . defies the wishes of the 

people of the United States. . 

Working people do not desire the 

rights vital to their very life to de- 

pend on the whim of one or two Jus- 

tices. ‘ 
' Therefore, says Mr. Lewis, “Labor ex- 
pects Congress to adopt the President’s 
‘court plan.” Such talk coming from 
Lewis is not significant, for we expect 
him to appeal to followers who, he hopes, 
will unthinkingly accept violent denun- 
‘ciation as logical reasoning. What is 
significant is the fact that such dema- 
‘gogic appeals are accepted by many 
otherwise intelligent persons. When I 
‘showed Lewis’ speech to a lawyer friend, 
a man. of learning and culture, he said: 
“Lewis is right. It is wrong to allow the 
will of the American people to be thwart- 
ed by one or two Judges.” : 

My lawyer friend did not explain, as 
Mr. Lewis has not explained, how this 
may be cured by increasing the number 
of Judges to 15. Whether an act of Con- 
gress is invalidated by an 8-to-7 or by a 
5-to-4 decision, the result is precisely the 
game—a majority of one has set the law 
aside. If we increase the court to 60, 
instead of to 15, still may a majority of 
one Judge invalidate a law. This must 
continue so long as the principle of 
smajority rule obtains. The obviousness 
of this makes it plain that Mr. Roose- 
velt’s real aim is to obtain a court that 
swill decide cases as he wants them de- 
cided.

THE TRIGGER MAN SPEAKS. 


Reports from informed observers in Washington 
leave no doubt that if the court-packing scheme could 
be put to a secret vote, it would be defeated by better 
than 2 to 1 in both the Senate and the House. 

Why is it, then, that the issue has been hanging in 
the balance? 

The answer has been supplied in public on at least 
two occasions by Postmaster-General Farley, the 
chairman of the National Democratic Committee, and, 
as such, the managerial head of a political machine 
bigger and better—better from the practical political 
point of view—than any hitherto seen in this country. 

On the first occasion, Mr. Farley declared in a 
speech in North Carolina that support of the court 
reorganization bill was a test of loyalty to the Demo- 
cratic party. Said he: “The reorganization plan 
comes directly into the class of those matters on 
which party loyalty should be the guiding principle. 
. « « Members of my party who refuse to go along 
with the President are straining at a gnat.” 

In other words, the “trigger man” for the Presi- 
dent served notice on the Democratic members of 
Congress that, whatever their convictions on the court 
plan might be, they had better go along with the 
President—or else! 

All this despite the fact that there was no faint 
suggestion, either in the Democratic platform or the 
words of any responsible spokesman for the party in 
the campaign, that the President would seek to pack 
the court, and the fact that in the preparation of the 
plan, by his own testimony, he consulted no leader 
of the party in Congress and no member of his Cab- 
inet with the sole exception of the Attorney-General. 

On the second occasion of which we speak, Mr. 
Farley was even more explicit. He reduced that 
implied “or else” to concrete terms, in the cases of 
two Democratic Senators who have lately come out 
against the court plan. As taken down by newspaper 
men who met him the other day coming from a con- 
ference with the President, Mr. Farley’s words were 
as follows: 

The bill is going through. When Senator O’Ma- 
honey (of Wyoming) comes down here wanting 
help on a sugar bill, his conscience won’t be both- 
ering him, will it? Or when Pat McCarran (Sen- 
ator from Nevada) wants aid for his State? It’s 
all in the point of view. 

There is no essential difference between Mr. Far- 
ley’s strong-arm tactics and the methods employed 
by any machine boss in putting things through a city 
council or a state Legislature. The Farley way, as ex- 
emplified by his whip-cracking during the fight over 


the court, is the way of the Pendergasts all over the 


land. The stakes are higher when great national is- 
sues are inyolved—that is all.

Farley has invoked in the desperate effort of the 
administration to force the court scheme upon a 
reluctant Congress.

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PUSHING OUT THE TAX BOUNDARY. 

The country did not receive a decision in the sev- 
eral cases involving state and Federal social security 
legislation yesterday, but it did have from the Su- 
preme Court a significant ruling with respect to the 
taxing of chain stores by the states. By a vote of 
4 to 3, the Supreme Judges upheld Louisiana’s right 
to impose a graduated tax based on the number of 
stores the chain has over the country. 

The importance of this decision to both the states 
and chain store operators is clearly shown by a 
brief review of the facts of the case. Under the 
three-year-old Louisiana statute, the Great Atlantic 
and Pacific Tea Co. was taxed $550 on each of its 
106 stores in the State. The rate per store was de- 
termined not by the number of stores in Louisiana, 
but on the approximately 15,000 stores maintained by 
the chain in the entire United States. As one of its 
competitors, which operated 87 stores in the State— 
almost as many as the A & P—was taxed only $30 
per store because of its fewer units all told, the man- 
agement of the national chain challenged the law asa 
penalty both improper and outside the reach of the 
State. 

The question is a hard one, and the close division 
of the court reflects the difficulty of determining an 
answer. Justice Roberts’ majority opinion, which 
was supported by Chief Justice Hughes and Justices 
Brandeis and Cardozo, declared it was “not a de- 
nial of due process to adjust such license taxes... 
to meet the local evil resulting from business prac- 
tices and superior economic power even though 
those advantages and that power are largely due to 
the fact that the taxpayer does business not only in 
Louisiana but in other states.” Justice Sutherland, 
speaking as well for Justices McReynolds and Butler, 
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business,” and so unconstitutional. The dissenters 
could not agree that it was within the province of 
the state “to thus indirectly penalize a method of 
doing business in another state, which it may be 
the policy of the latter to permit, or, indeed, en- 
courage.” 

As the Wagner Act decisions enlarged the meaning 
of the commerce clause, so does this decision push 
out the boundaries for the taxing of chain stores by 
the states. The first state chain store tax to be 
passed on by the Supreme Court was Indiana’s, in 
1931. This statute, which provided for fees of from 
$3 for one store to $25 for each store in excess 
of 20, was sustained, 5 to 4. The late Justice Holmes, 
then still on the bench, joined with Justice Rob- 
erts, who gave the majority opinion, and Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes and Justices Brandeis and Stone. Two 
years later, Florida’s graduated tax was upheld in 
a decision notable chiefly for Justice Brandeis’ now 
prophetic dissent from the court’s rejection of a part 
of the law which imposed heavier taxes when the 
chain operated in more than one county. 

The court now, in what is in effect a 5-to-4 deci- 
sion (the positions of Justices Stone and Van De- 
vanter, the non-participants, can be reasoned from 
their positions in the earlier cases), has said that 
the states may tax not only in terms of the number 
of stores operated within the state but on the basis of 
the number of stores in the country. The effect 
of this is to establish a power which will need to be 
used with great care and great discretion. 
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MISSOURI ISN’T SHOWN.

Congressmen knew, Missouri voters definitely have 
not been shown any merit in the fantastic revolving 
pension scheme, based on ignorance of the nature 
and sources of the national wealth about which its 
supporters talk so much.

cipline and work, life lost its meaning be- 
cause money had lost its significance. — 

In January, the gold mark was worth 
about 1000 paper marks, in March 5000, in 
May nearly 12,000, in June 26,000, in July 
more than 83,000. Finally, its value reached 
the fantastic figure of one trillion paper 
marks. 

When, during the summer of 1923, the en- 
gravers of the Reichsbank went on strike, 
it was a veritable national calamity. Ger- 
many was practically without money for a 
year. Faced by this situation, towns, dis- 
tricts and certain industries issued their 
own money. 


As for the prices of goods during these 
years of crisis, there was no longer any 
scale of values. In March, 1922, bread had 
reached a price 30 times higher than before 
the war, while cereals were already 60 times 
dearer than in 1914. In August, the prices 
of products of the metallurgical industry 
were multiplied by 150, but railway journeys 
were only 15 times more expensive. Thus 
it came about that in August, 1923, a journey 
from Berlin to the Lake of Constance (about 
375 miles) cost exactly the same amount as 
a pound of butter in Berlin! 

Amid all this incoherence, only one thing 
remained quite clear, and that was that 
prices mounted quicker than salaries. Thus 
it was not only the moneyed people who 
were martyrs of inflation; all the industrial 
classes were hit. A man could no longer live 
by his work. The workmen united and ob- 
tained, by means of strikes, often of a san- 
guinary nature, the adoption of a sliding 
scale of wages which enabled them in a way 
to keep in line with the curve of prices. But 
the middle classes, professional people, civil 
Servants, were powerless. They were reduced 
to absolute starvation. 

Meanwhile, the cafes, night clubs and 
places of amusement were thronged by the 
profiteers of inflation. These were not only 
foreigners who benefited by the fabulous 
rate of exchange, but there were also many 
Germans, crafty speculators who had un- 
derstood the game, the kings of inflation. 

But the agitated tumult of the post-war 
years was not caused solely by the shame- 


| 


ful luxury of the new rich. To spend was 
the order of the day because tomorrow your 
money would be worth nothing. The idea 
was to transform it into permanent values. 
Above all, one must not keep any money. 
As soon as the worker received his pay, he 
rushed off to see what there was left to buy. 

And then, one had to live. To forget. Jazz 
music deadened the sound of the anguished 
voices. 

Inflation produced a profound social revo- 
lution in Germany, not only through the dis- 
placement of wealth which resulted but also 
through a transformation of character which 
is still noticeable today in spite of the in- 
verse propaganda of National Socialism. 
Germany has learned to live only in the 
present, to think just from one day to an- 
other, to pass from expedient to expedient. 
For it was the children, those who are the 
German men and women of today, upon 
whom the privations and demoralization of 
that period produced the greatest effect.

When Germany recovered the free disposi- 
tion of her important industrial region in the 
Ruhr, the mark was officially dead. Ger- 
man industry then offered to guarantee the 
new money. The miracle of the rentenmark 
(in the autumn of 1923) was not so much a 
matter of technical cleverness of Karl Helff- 
erich and Hjalmar Schacht as of the return 
of confidence and of the German people’s 
will to live. 

Economic stabilization brought back with 
it order, moral calm and intellectual equi- 
librium, Germany ceased to dance and play; 
she also ceased to shiver with cold and 
hunger. Giving back to the German a sta- 
ble currency brought back to him the mean- 
ing of life and work. 

But there are some memories that can 
never be effaced. Suggest to a German that 
a policy of inflation might get him out of 
his present difficulties. “Inflation?” he will 
reply. “Sooner war; one knows then at least 
what one is fighting against!”

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CHEMISTS TO TESTIFY AGAINST 
PROSECUTOR AT MURDER TRIAL 


To Tell About Stains Found After 
Alleged “Third Degree” 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 18, — 
Two chemists were called today to 
testify at the trial of District At- 
torney James A. Reilly of Fayette 
County, charged with the murder 
of Frank C. Monaghan, Uniontown 
hotelkeeper. 

Attorney-General Charles J. Mar- 
giotti said F. C, Buckmaster, Al- 
legheny County chemist, would tes- 
tify about blood stains found in the 
Fayette County Bertillon room 
where the State charged Monaghan 


was beaten to death in a “third de- 
gree.” He said Dr. W. W. Muehl- 
berger of the crime detection labor- 
atory at the University of MDlinois 
would testify regarding hair em- 
bedded in the blood. 

At the trials of two State police- 
men, Buckmaster said the blood 
was of the same type as Mona- 
ghan’s blood. Dr. Muehlberger tes- 
tified the hair was similar to Mona- 
ghan's hair. 

Four Uniontown and Brownsville 
physicians yesterday corroborated 
the testimony of Dr. Herbert Lund, 
Uniontown pathologist, that “exter- 
nal violence” caused Monaghan’s 
death last September. They said 
he died of shock, a brain concus- 
sion, multiple fractures and hem- 
orrhages.

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MISSOURI SENATE 
PASSES 2 PER GENI 
SALES TAX BILL 


Revenue Increase Will Not 
Eliminate Treasury Defi- 
cit of $10,000,000 for 


Biennium.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 18.— 
The new 2 per cent sales tax bill, 
doubling the present rate, Wwas 


passed by the Senate late yester- 
day in a form indicating that even 
with the greatly increased revenues 
there will be a Treasury deficit in | 
excess of $10,000,000 at the end of 
the biennium if the broadly ex- 
panded program of State expendi- 
tures, which is contemplated, is 
carried out. 

There was little opposition to the 
tax increase when the bill was | 
called up in the Senate. Senator 
Rozier, Republican, of Perryville, 
tried to hold the rate to 1 per cent, 
but had little support. Senator Dail, 
Democrat, of Marceline, tried to ex- 
empt food and clothing, but when 
Senator Clark said that would mean 
loss of about $600,000 a month in 
taxes, Dail’s amendment was de- 
feated. 

The recent discussion in St. Louis 
of a municipal sales tax was 
brought to the attention of the Sen- 
ate when an amendment by Senator 
Cope of Salem prohibiting any mu- 
nicipality from enacting a sales tax 
law was adopted. Cope said the At- 
torney-General had recently re- 
ceived requests from at least 12 
municipalities asking whether they 
could legally put a sales tax into 
effect. 

The bill was passed by a vote of 
26 to 4. 

Budget Reduction Difficult. 

Though the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee has been working 
toward drastic reductions in many 
regular expenditures in shaping the 
appropriation bills and is making 
deep cuts, it is finding that it is 
virtually impossible to reduce the 
big items of old age pensions and 
relief. 

Revenues from the sales tax will 
be considerably less than had been 
expected because of a change in the 
tax base in the bill passed yester- 
day, and of the 3 per cent deduc- 
tion permitted merchants for 
prompt remittance of the tax 
money. 

On the best information obtain- 
able, the total sales tax revenue for 
this biennium available for general 
State expenditures after one-third 
is deducted for the public schools 
will be about $26,000,000, which will 
be approximately $15,000,000 more 
than was available from that source 
in the last biennium, The contem- 
plated increase in expenditures is 
about $29,000,000, or $14,000,000 in 
excess of the anticipated increased 
revenue from the sales tax. 

$26,000,000 General Fund. 

Owing to the fact that the high- 
er tax rate will not be in effect the 
first six months of this year, the 
sales tax revenue for that period 
will be only about $6,000,000. For 
the last 18 months of the biennium, 
under the 2 per cent rate, the in- 
come will be about $33,125,000, mak- 
ing a total of $39,125,000 for the 
biennium. If the custom of allot- 
ing one-third to the public schools 
is followed, there will remain ap- 
proximately $26,000,000 for general 
expenditure. 

The sales tax revenue in the last 
biennium was $17,167,255, and after 
allotment of one-third to the schools 
there remained about $11,450,000 for 
general revenue purposes. 

It is the expectation that reve- 
nues from liquor taxes and income 
taxes, and possibly some others, 
will increase during the present 
biennium, but this added revenue 
is not likely to be more than $2,- 
500,000 for general expenditure. If 
it is placed at that figure, the total 
additional revenue, exclusive of 
school revenues, will be about $17,- 
500,000 to meet $29,000,000 of in- 
creased expenditures. 


which have been constructed or are 
now in the course of construction.

Other Increases. 

In addition to this, virtually every 
State department and commission 
has asked for increased appropria- 
tions. The Senate committee is 
making cuts in the amounts au- 
thorized by the House for the de- 
partments, but cannot cut them 
much, if any, below the amounts 
they received from the last Legis-

lature, so no great saving can be 
anticipated for this purpose’ in 
comparison with the last biennium. 

The Legislature could save $4,- 
000,000 by refusing to pay the re- 
troactive old age pensions, but it 
is doubtful that it will do so. This 
represents amounts due pensioners 
under the old law, which specified 
that pensions should begin from 
the date of the filing of applica- 


tions.

Tax Base Narrower. 

While sales tax receipts under 
the 1 per cent rate average about 
$1,000,000 a month, original esti- 
mates that the 2 per cent tax would 
double that amount have been 
abandoned since the Senate nar- 
rowed the tax base. Approximate- 
ly $2,875,000 less will be collected 
under this bill than would have 
been collected had the 2 per cent 
rate been applied to the tax base 
in the present law and had not the 
Senate authorized the 3 per cent 
discount for prompt remittance, 

The discount will amount to 
about $1,000,000 in the biennium. 
Advertising, freight charges and 
laundries and cleaners have been 
eliminated from the bill, and col- 
lections will be decreased about $1,- 
875,000 on this account, making the 
total collections for the biennium 
about $2,875,000 less than had been 
anticipated, 

It is estimated that at least $15.,- 
000,000 more will be required for 
old age pensions than was appro- 
priated for the last biennium, that 
relief appropriations will be $4,- 
000,000 higher, that $4,000,000 will 
be required to pay retroactive old 
age pensions, and that $4,000,000 
will be required for aid to depend- 
ent children, making a total of $27,- 
000,000 more this biennium than 
last for these social welfare pur- 
poses alone.

CIVIC COUNGIL URGES 
STRIGTER TRAFFIC LAW 


Favors Windshield Sticker 
Summonses for Violators 
of Parking Regulations. 


If better results are to be ob- 
tained in garbage collection, pre- 
vention of street littering and traf- 
fic law enforcement, existing ordi- 


mances must be revised, it was 
stated in a committee report adopt- 
ed at the annual meeting of the 
General Council on Civic Needs last 
night, at the Fairgrounds Hotel. 

The committee told of complaints 
of laxity on these subjects, which 
it discussed with officials of the 
Department of Streets and Sewers, 
members of the Police Board and 
the Police Judges. Divided respon- 
sibilities complicate the situation, 
it reported. 

All-night parking of automobiles 
handicaps street cleaning efforts, 
the committee found, noting that 
the Board of Aldermen had failed 
to pass a bill prohibiting parking 
between 2 and 4 a. m. As to en- 
forcement of other parking regula- 
tions, the council approved a plan 
permitting service of Police Court 
summonses through windshield 
stickers, without requiring police- 
men to serve drivers in person. 

The council urged members to 

support the bill pending in the Leg- 
islature for establishment of a Mis- 
souri-Illinois Regional Authority, 
for co-ordination of public im- 
provements, without taxing author- 
ity. It approved the original civic 
bill for permanent registration of 
St. Louis voters, which has been set 
aside for a House committee sub- 
stitute; repeal of the Jones-Munger 
law for sale of delinquent tax bills, 
and establishment of a municipal 
housing authority. 
. Provision by the city of funds for 
cutting weeds on vacant property, 
on the ground they were a traffic 
hazard as well as a nuisance, was 
urged by the council, with the ex- 
planation that property owners 
could be required to reimburse the 
city. 

Officers re-elected were: Luther 
Ely Smith, chairman; W. Oscar 
Mullgardt, executive vice-chairman, 
and Frank E. Lawrence Jr.; secre- 
tary. District chairmen chosen 
were Al Wydler, Milton C. Lauen- 
stein and Arthur W. Lawsoh. Law- 
rence reported that work of the 
council had attracted attention out- 
side the city and served as a guide 
to other communities. 

Daniel Fahey, executive officer of 
the National Park Service here, ad- 
dressed the meeting on problems of 
that service. He said the Park 
Service was conducting a national 
study of recreational needs and fa- 
cilities, for immediate and long- 
term planning. 


ATLAS TACK CORP. HEAD 
TESTIFIES BEFORE $ E C 


Says Stock Transactions Under In- 
vestigation Were Result of 
Legitimate Conferences. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 18.—Transac- 
tions in Atlas Tack Corporation 
stock which resulted in a complaint 
by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission were described today 
by Roger D. Edwards, New Bed- 
ford, Mass., president of the cor- 
poration, as the outgrowth of legit- 
imate conferences and optimism in 
futures affairs of the firm. 

The commission is conducting 
hearings to determine whether the 
firm of W. E. Hutton & Co., con- 
sisting of 10 partners, three of its 
partners as individuals, and a mem- 
ber of another firm should be ex- 
pelled from membership in vari- 
ous exchanges, 

Edwards said Atlas Tack Corpor- 
ation was suffering losses “because 
purchasing agents don’t want to 
give us any business because they 
are afraid they will be called down 
in front of this investigating com- 
mission.” 

The Atlas corporation is not a 
respondent in the action and Ed- 
wards was subpenaed to appear as 
a witness. The commission has 
charged that by unfounded rumors 
and stimulated buying in a thin 
market, the respondents caused the 
price of Atlas Tack to rise from 
9% to 30% during the winter of 
1935-1936.

DECLARES H. B. SWOPE 
SPONSORED A LOTTERY’ 


New York Prosecutor Makes 
Charge—State Racing Chair- 
man Cries ‘‘Falsehood.’’ 


By the Associated Press, 

ALBANY, N. Y., May 18.—Dis- 
trict Attorney Martin W. Littleton, 
Nassau County, startled a public 
hearing before Gov. Lehman yester- 
day with the charges that New 
York’s Racing Committee chair- 
man, Herbert Bayard Swope, “spon- 
sored a lottery” at Belmont in viola- 
tion of State law. . 

Appearing in support of a bill 
now before the Governor to legalize 
dog racing, Littleton unexpectedly 
produced what he said was a ticket 
for a “lottery” on the Futurity at 
Belmont supervised by Swope, and, 
he said, on two occasions, “won by 
him.” 

Swope, who a short time before 
had opposed legalization of dog rac- 
ing because “it could not live under 
a system of individual wagering,” 
jumped to his feet and called the 
prosecutor’s statement a “deliberate 
falsehood.” He described the event 
as a “sweep,” operated for nine or 
10 years for the benefit of a New 
York City hospital. 

“In no sense of the word was it 
sponsored by me,” Swope told the 
Governor. “It is a complete false- 
hood when Mr. Littleton says I 
sponsored it and that my secretary 
took the money for it, and he knows 
it.” 

Lehman recalled Littleton to ask 
if the prosecutor implied that 


\Swope’s name appeared on the so- 


called “lottery tickets.” Littleton 
said he did not intend to create 
“that impression.” 

“Mr. Swope’s name was not on 
the ticket,” he asserted. 

The hearing, which lasted four 
hours, was on the Hall bill, recently 
approved by the Legislature, which 
is designed to place supervision of 
dog racing under the State Racing 
Commission, the same as horse rac- 
ing, and give the State 15 per cent 
of the admission receipts.

| The conclusions reached by the 


committee in its report, which was 
accompanied by a voluminous 
resume of testimony submitted in 
hearings from March 22 to April 
1, were as follows: 

That matters of fees, salaries and 
expenses allowed by Cole County

SENATE FOR REPEALING 
DELINQUENT TAX LAW 


Sends Bill Back to House for 
Concurrence on Amend- 
ments. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 18.— 
The Senate on reconsideration late 
yesterday passed the Shockley bill 
repealing the Jones-Munger delin- 
quent tax law, under which prop- 
erty was sold for taxes without the 
filing of suit. Because of several 
amendments, the bill will go back 
to the House for repassage there. 
The Jones-Munger act was passed 
in 1933 as a depression measure 
to relieve property owners who had 
not been able to pay their taxes 
from the excessive costs incident 
to tax suits, permitting the sale of 
their property to meet the taxes 
due, but giving them two years in 
which to redeem their land on pay- 
ment of taxes and costs of the sale. 
It was found in many parts of 
the State that there were few 
bidders for the land when it was 
put up for sale, and there were 
numerous complaints that the law 

was not working satisfactorily. 

The repeal act passed the House, 
but when called up in the Senate 
last Wednesday it failed of passage. 
Senator Searcy of Eminence, who 
had it in charge in the Senate, 
moved its reconsideration yester- 
day, the last day on which the mo- 
tion could be made under the rules, 
and the bill was passed. 

After the passage several Sena- 
tors raised a question as to the va- 
lidity of the repeal because of 
errors in the preparation of the 
bill in the House. It repealed the 
entire act passed in 1933, but the 
authors overlooked the fact that a 
part of that act had been repealed 
in 1935 and new sections substi- 
tuted. The new bill does not repeal 
the sections enacted in 1935, but 
those sections dealt only with minor 
procedural matters, and the gen- 
eral opinion is that the repeal act 
passed yesterday will be held legally 
sound. 

If the House concurs in the Sen- 
ate amendments and the Governor 
signs the bill, property cannot be 
sold to satisfy delinquent tax 
claims without suit being filed and 
judgment obtained.

CITY URGED TO BUY PROPERTY 
TO ELIMINATE JOG IN STREET 


Northwest Corner of Washington 
Av. and Ejigateenth St., Of- 
fered for $42,500. 


A proposal that the city purchase 
property at the northwest corner 
of Washington avenue and LEigh- 
teenth street for construction of 
a cut-off to eliminate a jog on 


Eighteenth street and reduce traf- 
fic congestion was submitted to 
the Board of Public Service today 
by John B. Ghio, owner of the 
property, and Robert A. Burns, 
president of the Bush-Burns Real- 
ty Co., which has an option on it. 
The board took the proposal under 
advisement.

TRIBUTE TO FORMER MEMBERS 
OF STATE SUPREME COURT 


Ex-Judge Conway Elder Discusses 
11 Outstanding Members Since 
Tribunal’s Creation in 1821. 
Eleven of the outstanding mem- 


bers of the Missouri Supreme Court 
since its creation in 1821, were dis- 
cussed last night in a radio ad- 
dress by Conway Elder, himself a 


former member of the court. His 
selections, made from among the 
members who have died, typified 
the “best judiciary of the State,” 
he said. 

His list contained the names of 
W. W. Graves of Bates County, 
Henry W. Bond of St. Louis, Henry 
Lamm of Sedalia, Leroy B. Balliant, 
Francis M. Black, Elijah H. Nor- 
ton, Warwick Hough, Thomas A. 
Sherwood, David Wagner, Judge 
George Tompkins and William B, 
Napton. 

Tompkins took office in 1824, 
Napton in 1839. The opinions of 
the Judges in that period, Elder 
said, usually were not supported by 
legal precedent, but often showed 
cultural research and expression. 
Prior to 1851, Justices were ap- 
pointed by the Governor. Until 
1875 the court consisted of three 
members; later the number was 
increased to five, then to seven. 
In its early history all citizens had 
the right to have their cases re- 
viewed by the Supreme Court, re- 
gardiess of the issues involved. 


PUERTO RICO HEAVY BUYER 


OF AMERICAN-MADE SHOES 


Island Trade Council Director at 
Luncheon Here Says 90 St. 
Louis Firms Sell There. 

Puerto Rico purchased 2,900,000 
pairs of American-made shoes last 
year, twice as many as all foreign 
countries combined, Everett B. Wil- 
son, director of the Puerto Rican 
Trade Council, said today, in em- 
phasizing the importance of the 
island as a customer. He spoke at 
a luncheon of the Foreign Trade 
Bureau of the Chamber of C»om- 
merce, and the Export Managers’ 
Club at Hotel Mayfair. 

The island now ranks sixth in 
imports from the States, spending 
more than $86,000,000 a year for 
American goods he said. 

More than 90 St. Louis firms are 
selling to Puerto Rico, he said. A 
10 per cent increase in wages in 
the sugar industry has made_ the 
payrolls on the island the largest 
in its history.

WHEAT UP OVER 
AC ON BULLISH 
CROP ESTIMATE

CHICAGO, May 18.—Late reperts of dust 
storms in Canada today gave renewed im- 
petus to sensational upturns of Chicago 
wheat prices, because of big estimated do- 
mestic crop damage Southwest.

State Supreme Court Takes 
Under Advisement Action 
by L. L. Gaines.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 18— 
The question of whether Negroes 
are entitled to admission to the 
University of Missouri as students 


was taken under advisement this 
afternoon by the Missouri Supreme 
Court en banc for a decision, after 
hearing extended arguments in a 
proceeding by Lloyd L. Gaines, 25- 
year-old St. Louis Negro, to com- 
pel the University Board of Cura- 
tors to admit him to the school of 
law. 

The case has attracted consider- 
able attention, due to the legal 


equal provision for the education 
of Negroes as for whites.” He said 
the Lincoln University Act, while 
designed to do this, had failed in 
actual practice. 

Henry D. Espy of St. Louis, 
co-counsel, said Lincoln University 
did not have a single graudate 
school, and no money to establish 
such facilities had been provided 
by the State. “We ask only for 
the same rights accorded to whites, 
and which are accorded to Ne- 
groes in adjoining states,” Espy 
said. 

Position of Curators. 

The University Board of Cura- 
tors, in rejecting Gaines’ appli- 
cation for admission, relied on the 
Lincoln University Act as providing 
a complete and exclusive plan for 
the higher education of Negroes. 
It held any change in the present 
State system of separate education 
of whites and Negroes would be to 
the detriment of both the Uni- 
versity of Missouri and Lincoln 
University. 

Counsel for the university con- 
tended the Constitution, public pol- 
icy and State laws do not entitle 
a Negro to admission to the Uni- 
versity of Missouri as a student, 
that rejection of Gaines did not 
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violate his constitutional rights, 
that the Lincoln Act afforded the 
desired opportunity but that he did 
not take advantage of it, and that 
mandamus would not lie. 

Attorneys for the University in- 
clude former Supreme Judge Fred 
L. Williams of St. Louis, former 
State Senator Nick T. Cave of Co- 
lumbia and the firm of Hogsett, 
Smith, Murray & Trippe of Kan- 
sas City.

For such states, Illinois, 
Iowa, Nebraska and Kansas admit 
Negroes to their state universities. 

Charles H. Houston of New York, 
who has acted as counsel for the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People in 
many legal matters affecting Ne- 
groes, told the court the 1921 act 
created a “university on paper” as 
funds had not been provided for 
the development. 

Equal Opportunity Stressed. 

He said the act had not func- 
tioned to afford the equal oppor- 
tunities it proposed, that the tuition 
provision, which he said was the 
heart of the case, had not operated 
as proposed, and ‘had not been ad- 
ministered as required by law. 

“The empty promises held out,” 
he said, “did not afford equal pro- 
tection of the laws, within the 
meaning of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution.” 

He said whites and Negroes were 
entitled to the same public rights. 

“I am willing to admit we are 
not entitled to identical facilities,” 
Houston said, “if the State makes’

you discard or follow suit with 

your lowest card of a suit, you 
are asking your partner not to lead 
that suit. Had you wanted the suit 
led you would have echoed. This 
inference is completed when you 
later follow with or discard a high- 
er card than you first played. It is 
known as a “discouraging discard.” 

Discouraging discards in two 
suits usually call for a lead of the 
third suit (other than trump). A 
player may be wnable to spare a 
card of the suit he wants led. His 
only means of calling for a lead of 
that suit is to play his lowest cards 
in other suits, thereby inviting the 
suit he wants by process of elimin- 
ation. : 

The “trump echo” is the play, 
either in following suit or in ruf- 
fing of an unnecessarily high 
trump. If this is followed later by 
the play of a lower trump, it is a 
signal, telling partner that at least 
one more trump is held. 

Discarding usually causes discom- 
fort to the defenders rather than 
to the declarer. But at times the 
latter will find it none too easy to 
make the proper choice. In some 
hands the crucial point is to defer 
a decision until more complete in- 
formation is at hand. Note declar- 
er’s technique in the following 
hand.

No star, as a matter of fact, has 
received that many letters from 
admirers in a year. The male 
stars, Dick Powell, Errol ~ Flynn, 
Robert Taylor, and Clark Gable 
are getting the larger share right 
now and in the order named, al- 
though we are more or less reli- 
ably informed that on the next 
studio check-up the adventurous 
Mr. Flynn will move up into the 
top position. This is due, mainly, 
to the wide publicity attending his 
recent few minutes visit to war 
torn Spain and the report of his 
having been wounded while fight- 
ing with one or the other of the 
Spanish armies. True, Mr. Flynn 
wasn’t wounded, and never did any 
fighting, but the denials never 
caught up with the original yarns 
right now, some 3000 women 
fans are writing to him monthly 
begging him to keep out of danger. 

Powell, who has a big picture fol- 
lowing an account of his films and 
his radio broadcasting, has led the 
list for a long time due chiefly to 
the fact that he makes a business 
of keeping in touch with his pub- 
lic. Has a complete staff of help- 
ers who read every letter which 
comes for him and sends a “per- 
sonal” answer by the next post. 
Sends a photograph, too, to every 
one who asks for it and the word 
is pretty well circulated that you 
can get a reply from Dick any time 
you write.

Add 
to this the cost of paper and en- 
velopes and the salaries of his work- 
ing staff, office rent, etc., and you 
have a pretty sizable figure. But 
Mr. Powell charges it up to per- 
sonal advertising and is certain it 
is worth all that it costs. 

Powell is about the only star who 
attends to his fan mail so carefully 
and methodically. The Fan Mail 
Departments — extensive depart- 
ments they are, too—of the big 
studios look out for the mail of 
most of the screen heroes and her- 
And, extensive as they are 
they are not big enough to keep 
right up to date. In the mass of 
mail received by little Shirley Tem- 
ple was found, not so long ago, a 
letter from a crank threatening 
kidnaping if several thousand dol- 
lars was not paid within a week. 
The kidnaping did not take place 
although the threatening letter was 
not opened until three months after 
it had been mailed. Even at that 
late date the Department of Jus- 
tice boys were able to catch the 
writer and send him to jail.

thousands of persons who write 
to all of the picture stars, as a 
whole, every day are females—most 
very young and impressionable fe- 
males—it follows, naturally enough, 
that most of the mail comes to the 
men players.

As both have 
been more or less out of films for 
some time the record is an old one, 
dating back to the silent picture 
days. It happened when Colleen, 
then a First National star, and 
Nancy, at Paramount, were having 
a hot popularity race, They, through 
their publicity departments, asked 
for letters. Didn’t wait for the fans 
to write of their own accord. That 
was where the legend of 40,000 let- 
ters a month originated. As a mat- 
ter of fact, and of studio records, 
Miss Moore led during the cam- 
paign with some 4000 letters a week 
for four or five weeks. Miss Car- 
roll was Tight at her heels and the 
very beautiful Corrinne Griffith, al- 
so out of the game now, was a very 
close third.

Even the late Rudolph Val- 
entino in his prime hardly  ap- 
proached those figures. 

It might be remarked right here 
that a star who gets a thousand 
letters a month is looked upon by 
his studio as doing pretty well. The 
studios keep a very accurate count 
of the letters their players get and 
salaries, to some extent, depend 
upon the popularity as shown by 
the amount of fan mail.

A man in a small Texas town 
wrote a rambling scrawl to Carole 
Lombard asking if she wouldn't 
send him a crush opera hat. It 
was rather obvious that he would 
have no use for such a hat. By 
chance Miss Lombard saw the let- 
ter and thought it so funny that 
she sent the hat. That was a year 
ago. She has been getting a let- 
ter of thanks once a week ever 
since although she has never found 
out to what use the opera finery 
has been put. 

It is the new screen personalities 
who get the letters of adulation.

Food Affects 
Intestines in 


Varied Ways 


Fruits Are Most Likely to 
Help Natural Elimina- 
tion.

HEORETICALLY constipation 
| Tis due to lack of sufficient resi- 
| due in the food, and when a 
| diet is prescribed giving a large 
— residue, constipation will be 
| corrected. Practically this is true 
_in some cases, but as every person 
| with chronic constipation knows, 
| the intestines which are funda- 
'mentally sluggish are difficult to 
| activate, no matter how much resi- 
_due there is in the food. 
| A study has been made and re- 
| cently reported of the effect of all 
sorts of food upon constipation. 
| Let us begin with water: Water 
unquestionably favors transmission 
|of food from the stomach to the 
large intestine, but the large in- 
testine absorbs a good deal of wa- 
ter, and apparently excessive wa- 
ter has no effect in increasing the 
movements of this part of the bow- 
el. Inasmuch as this is the real 
seat of constipation, water does not 
have any influence on the condi- 
tion. A number of patients who 
were normal as to their digestive 
tracts were given a glass of water 
every hour for 14 or 15 hours daily 
—almost a gallon a day. There was 
no increase in bowel movements, 
merely activation of the kidneys. 
Too little water, on the other hand, 
results in constipation.

O TYPICAL food contains wa- 
N ter sufficient for the body to 

use that food and dispose of the 
end products. Even milk has a def- 
icit of 40 c. c. of water per 100 cal- 
| ories. Thus plenty of water is nec- 
essary aside from food. 

Foods may affect the intestine in 
various ways. First, by distention 
—by the total bulk; second, by me- 
chanical irritation—roughage, such 


chemical irritation—by sugars, oil, 
spices, by laxative acids of fruits; 
fourth, by the influence of vitamins, 
especially Vitamin B. 

To summarize: Foods may over- 
come constipation because they are 
bulk-producers, mechanical irri- 
tants, chemical irritants, or vitamin 
furnishers. 

Fruits are of all classes of foods 
probably the ones which are most 
likely to overcome constipation. 
They furnish roughage in their fi- 
ber, and in addition they may be 
laxative through their cathartic 
acids and salts. For instance, lem- 
ons, oranges and grapefruit con- 
tain potassium citrate and free 


citrate in the duodenum; grapes 
contain potassium bitartrate which 
becomes Rochelle salt; apples con- 
tain malates and citrates. Thus, 
as one research worker says, “The 
eater of an orange, a grapefruit, 
grapes, raisins or an apple actually 
takes a small dose of salts.”

F WE are to make our way 
| towara a decent, democratic 
and workable industrial system, 
we must stand up, face facts, and 
find the way. 

Owners and workers are not 
enemies. They must not be en- 
emies, or we slip back into the 
jungle of industrial anarchy 
which destroyed democracy in 
Europe, and will destroy it here. 


That way lies madness, as at 
Ludlow, Homestead, Pullman, Mc- 
Kees Rocks, Lawrence, and other 
ghastly scenes of strikes which 


_ended in strife which threatened 
_class war, if not civil war. 


The National Labor Relations 
Board said that one firm “has ex- 
hibited a callous, imperturbable 
disregard of the rights of employes 
that is medieval in its assumption 
of power over the lives of men and 
shocking in its concept of the 
status of the worker.” 

The inevitable reaction to that 
attitude is a disregard by the 
workers of the property rights of 
the employers, a resort to violent 
self-help in defiance of all law 
and order. 

Here are two wrongs, and two 
wrongs never yet have made one 
right. Instead they breed other 
wrongs, following fast and follow- 
ing faster, until the entire indus- 
trial system is shaken. 

What we need is not a new deal 
in an old game, but a new insight, 
a new attitude, a new principle of 
partnership applied to industry, a 
new sense of social responsibility 
and common good. 

For workers to regard owners 
as enemies, for owners to regard 
workers as outlaws means chaos, 
confusion, desperation. Both atti- 
tudes are evil, and no prophet is 
needed to predict the end. 

In the meantime, we who are de- 


innocent bystanders caught in the 
cross-fire of the conflict, victims 


of a lawlessness which undermines | 


all law.
